from a principle of Policy, and not of Lowe, Even 
Rebells and Schiſmaticks (the greateſt enemies 
of Church and ſtare)are wont to *hold altogether 
and keep themſelves cloſe ,, but from a principle 
of Faition,and not of Love, We read of t Pilate, 
and Herod, that they were ſolemnly made 
friends; but from a principle of Hatred to an in- 
nocent ChriF, not of love to one gnother.
